DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 6-1 7, 22, 25 and 31 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. In regards to claims 22 and 25, the cited prior art either individually or in 
combination fails to teach, a foreign agent determining a unique home agent IP address 
from a combination of the associated PPP link address and home IP address. 

4. In regards to claim 31 , the cited prior art either individually or in combination fails 
to teach, maintaining a table mapping a PPP link addresses to unique pairs of home IP 
addresses and home agent IP addresses for distinguishing multiple mobile nodes 
having the same home IP addresses but different home agent IP addresses. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
